The only hook on the Philippines by 
an American is “ Yesterdays In the 
Philippines,” by Joseph Earle Stevens. 
Mr. Stevens went to Manila from Bos­ 
ton in 1898 for Messrs. Henry W. Pea­ 
body & Co., in the interest of their 
hemp business, and remained two years. 
His book is rather light and sketchy, 
but he was evidently a shrewd observer, 
and many of his facts and impressions 
have a present value. 
In his introduc­ 
tion he asks: 
“ Now that the Philippines are ours 
do we want them? Do we want a group 
of 1,400 islands nearly 8,000 miles 
from our westeru shores, sweltt-ring in 
the tropics, swept with typhoons and 
shaken with earthquakes? Do we want 
to luidertake the responsibility of pro­ 
tecting those islands from the powers 
in Europe or tho east and of standing 
sponsor for the nearly 8,000,000 native 
inhabitants that speak a score of differ­ 
ent tongues and live on anything from 
rice to stewed grasshoppers? 
Do we 
want the task of civilizing this race, of 
opeuing up the jungle, of setting up 
oilicials in frontier, ont of the way 
towns, who won’t have been there a 
month before they will wish to return? 
“ Can we run them? The Philippines 
are hard material with which to make 
our first colonial experiment and seem 
to demand a different sort of treatment 
from that which our national policy 
favors or has had experience in giving. 
Besides the peaceable natives occupying 
the accessible towns the interiors of 
many of the islands are filled with 
aboriginal savages who have never even 
recognized the rule 
of 
Spain 
who 
have never even heard of Spain and who 
still think they are possessors of the 
soil. Even on the coast itself are tribes 
of savages who are almost as ignorant 
as their brethren in the interior, and 
only 80 miles from Manila are races of 
dwarfs that go without clothes, wear 
knee bracelets of horstdiair and respect 
nothing save the jungles in which they 
live. 
“ To the north are the Igorrotes, to 
the south the Moros and in between 
scores of wild tribes that are ready to 
dispute possession. 
And is the United 
States prepared to maintain the forces 
and carry on the military operations in 
the fever stricken jungles necessary in 
the march of progress to exterminate or 
civilize such races? Have we, like Eng­ 
land, for instance, the class of troops 
who could undertake that sort of work, 
and do we feel called upon to do it, 
when the same expenditure at home 
would go so much further? 
“ The Philippines must be run under 
a despotic though kindly form of gov­ 
ernment, supported by arms and armor- 
clads, and to deal with the perplexing 
questions and perplexing difficulties 
that arise needs knowledge gained by 
experience by having dealt with other 
such problems befora” 
Commenting on health conditions, 
Mr. Stevens writes: 
“ I see by the papers that there are at 
least two cases of smallpox in Boston, 
that everybody is alarmed and hun­ 
dreds are getting vaccinated. Curious 
state of affairs, isn’t it, when every day 
ont here you see small children running 
around in the streets covered with evi­ 
dences of this disease? Nobody thinks 
anything about smallpox in Manila, and 
one ceases to notice it if a Philippine 
opposite you in the tram-

“ The other inoming bf-gan the first 
real storm of the rainy season, and we 
came very near having a bad typhoon, 
blit some one iiirned the switch and it 
swirled up the back coast on the Pacific 
side and crossed through a notch in the 
mountains some distance to the north 
ot Manila, giving the city only four 
days of monstrous winds and flcxids of 
rain. 
The streets were two feet deep 
with water in the business section, aud 
down at our house by the sea the wind 
blew so hard that it carried the tin 
from our roof off to visit the next sub­ 
urb. 
“ A month or two later came the ‘real 
article, ’ one of the most terrific blow­ 
ings I have ever felt. 
Down came all 
the wires in the main street, over went 
half a dozen houses to one side of us, 
aud kerplunk broke off some venerable 
trees. 
After the typhoon came the 
floods, and the old Pasig covered the 
adjacent country. The water concealed 
the road to the up town club at Nagtajau 
under a depth of several feet, aud one 
could without difficulty row into the 
billiard room or play water polo in the 
bowling alley. Two of my f^iuids were 
nearly drowned by trying to'^ive when 
they should have swum or gone bj’ 
boat. 
The pony walked off with their 
carriage into a rictfleld in the dark­ 
ness aud was drowned in more than 
eight feet of water. 
“ For years now Spain has sent men 
and gunboats down to Mindanao to 
wipe out the savages and bring the is­ 
land under complete subjection, but 
without avail. 
Young boys from the 
north have been drafted into native 
regiments to go south on this fatal 
errand. 
The prisons of Manila have 
l»een emptied aud the convicts, armed 
with bolos or meat choppers, have fol­ 
lowed their more righteous brethren 
to the front. Well trained native troops 
have gone there. 
Spanish troops have 
gone. Officers have tried it, but to no 
end. 
If in the storming of some Morro 
stronghold a dozen miles back inland 
from the beach the convicts in the front 
rank were cut to pieces by the enemy, 
it was of no importance. If the drafted 
youths were slaughtered, there were 
more at home. If the native ’ troops 
failed to carry the charge, things began 
to look serious. 
But if the Spanish 
companies were touched it was time to 
ilea 
“ Such have been the tactics in this 
great graveyard, and where the Morros 
lost the day fever stepped in and won. 
The towns along the coast are Spain’s, 
but the interior still swarms with sav­ 
ages, who are there to dispute her ad­ 
vance and are daily tramping over the 
graves of many ^of her soldiers. ” 
At the conclusion of this book the 
author says: 
“ I am glad to have been here these 
two years nearly, but it is time to 
thickeu up one’s blood again in cooler 
climes, and I feel these fair islands are 
no place for the permanent residence of 
an American. 
We seem to be like fish 
out of water here in the far east and as 
few in numbers. The Englishman and 
the German are everywhere, aud why 
shouldn’t they be? Their home roosts 
are too small for them to perch upon, 
aud they are born with the instinct to 
fly from their nests to some foreign 
land. 
But America is so big that we 
ought not to feel called upon to swelter 
in the tropics amid the fevers and the 
ferns, and I for one am content to ‘keep 
off the grass’ of these distant foreign 
colonies.” —New York World.

Naval Officer Says Troops Took It as 


Calm ly as if Going; to Dinner. 


An American naval oflScer who re­ 
cently arrived from Manila on the Zafiro 
gives the following story of the capture: 
“ The Americans practically walked 
into Manila on Saturday. Any story of 
the Spaniards making a desperate re­ 
sistance is untrue. Their defense was a 
mere sham, a formality. All operations 
were confined to the south side of the 
city. There the Spauiards had two lines 
of defenses, the first a trench running 
parallel with Malate river. Behind this 
was the Malate fort, with a trench ruu- 
uiug from one side down to the beach. 
A sand bag intrenchment extended from 
the other side into the shrubbery.

here aud there along the route.

the ships reached the city, they found 
a launch waiting with a white flag 
raised.

The Problem of Governing the Islands. 
Unconquerable 
Savages and Races of 
Dwarfs— A Despotic bot Kindly Form 
of Government Is Said to Be Needed. 
Many Deaths From Smallpox and Fe­ 
vers — Living and Wages In 
Manila. 
Terrible Typhoons—No Place For Amer­ 
icans. 


The only book on the Philippines by 
an American is “ Yesterdays In the 
Philippines,'' by Joseph Earle Stevens. 
Mr. Stevens went to M anila from Bos­ 
ton in 1898 for Messrs. Henry W. Pea­ 
body & Co., in the interest of their 
hemp business, and remained two years. 
His book is rather light and sketchy, 
but be was evidently a shrewd observer, 
aud many of bis facts and impressions 
have a present value. 
In his introduc­ 
tion he asks: 
“ Now that the Philippines are ours 
do we w ant them? Do we want a group 
of 1,400 islands nearly 8,000 miles 
from our western ehores, sweltering in 
the tropics, swept w ith typhoons and 
shaken w ith earthquakes? Do we want 
to undertake the responsibility of pro­ 
tecting those islands from the powers 
in Europe or the east and of standing 
sponsor for the nearly 8,000,000 native 
inhabitants that speak a score of differ­ 
ent tongues and live on anything from 
rice to stewed grasshoppers? 
Do we 
want the task of civilizing this race, of 
opening up the jungle, of setting up 
officials in frontier, out of the way 
towns, who won’t have been there a 
month before they w ill wish to return? 
“ Can we run them? The Philippines 
are hard material with which to make 
our first colonial experiment and seem 
to demand a different sort of treatment 
from that which our national policy 
favors or has had experience in giving. 
Besides the peaceable natives occupying 
the accessible towns the interiors of 
many of the islands are filled with 
aboriginal savages who have never even 
recognized the rule 
of 
Spain 
who 
have never even heard of Spain and who 
still think they are possessors of the 
soil. Even on the coast itself are tribes 
of savages who are almost as ignorant 
as their brethren in the interior, and 
only 80 miles from Manila are races of 
dwarfs that go without clothes, wear 
knee bracelets of horsehair and respect 
nothing save the jungles in which they 
live. 
“ To .the north are the Igor rot es, to 
the south the Moros and in between 
scores of wild tribes that are ready to 
dispute possession. And is the United 
States prepared to m aintain the forces 
and carry on the m ilitary operations in 
the fever stricken jungles necessary in 
the march of progress to exterminate or 
civilize such races? Have we, like Eng­ 
land, for instance, the class of troops 
who could undertake that sort of work, 
aud do we feel called upon to do it, 
when the same expenditure at home 
would go so much further? 
“ The Philippines must be run under 
a despotic though kindly form of gov­ 
ernment, supported by arms and armor- 
clads, and to deal with the perplexing 
questions and perplexing difficulties 
that arise needs knowledge gained by 
experience by having dealt w ith other 
such problems before." 
Commenting on health conditions, 
Mr. Stevens writes: 
“ I see by the papers th at there are at 
least two cases of smallpox in Boston, 
that everybody is alarmed and hun­ 
dreds are getting vaccinated. Curious 
state of affairs, isn’t it, when every day 
out here you see small children running 
around in the streets covered w ith evi­ 
dences of this disease? Nobody thinks 
anything about smallpox in Manila, aud 
one ceases to notice it if a Philippine 
mamma sits opposite you iu the tram 
car holding in her lap a scantily clothed 
child whose swarthy hide is illuminated 
with 
those 
unmistakable markings. 
Some weeks ago there were even 400 
deaths a week in Manila from this dis­ 
ease alone, and from the way in which 
the afflicted mix w ith the hale and 
hearty you can only wonder that there 
were not 4,000. 
“ Besides smallpox, then, fever is 
about the greatest enemy, and certain 
types of the m alarial variety seem so 
common that the sufferers from them 
often walk into the club, drop into a 
chair and say: ‘Got the fever again. 
Means another lay off.' If they can keep 
about, the old stagers never give up. 
but novices 
buy thermometers and 
cracked ice, and either go through a 
terrific siege, like my friend whose 
eight weeks' struggle shrunk his head 
so that in convalescence his hat touched 
his ears or escape w ith a week’s initia­ 
tion. Typhoid seems also common, and 
there is generally one member of the 
colony, for whom the rest are anxious, 
stretched out in ice baths and wishing 
he had never seen the Philippines. 
“ Manila fare, like Manila life, is not 
unwholesome, but it lacks variety, and 
one rather tires now and then of soup, 
thicken, beefsteak aud toothpicks—four 
staples. Our house is a good one, with 
all the comforts of home, and is sur 
rounded by an acre or two of land. We 


have stables for our norses ana oui- I 
buildings for the families of our serv- 
j 
ants. 
At the end of the month ail the 
expenditures for 
house 
rent, food, 
wages, light aud sundries are posted to­ 
gether and divided by three, and with 
everything included my monthly share 
comes to 29 gold dollars—less than one 
of our American cart wheels per diem. 
“ The other morning began the first 
real storm of the rainy season, aud we 
came very near having a bad typhoon. 
but some one turned the switch and it 
swirled up tile back coast on the Pacific 
side and crossed through a notch in the 
mountains some distance to the north 
ot Manila, giving the city only four 
days of monstrous winds aud floods of 
rain. The streets were two feet deep 
with water in the business section, and 
down at our house by the sea the wind 
blew so hard that it carried the tin 
from our roof off to visit the next sub­ 
urb. 
“ A month or two later came the ‘real 
article, ’ one of the most terrific blow­ 
ings I have ever felt. 
Down came all 
the wires in the main street, over went 
half a dozen houses to one side of us, 
and kerplunk broke off some venerable 
trees. 
After the typhoon came the 
floods, and the old Pasig covered the 
adjacent country. The water concealed 
the road to the up town club at Nagtajan 
under a depth of several feet, and one 
could without difficulty row into the 
billiard room or play water polo in the 
bowling alley. Two of my fien d s were 
nearly drowned by trying to^bive when 
they should have swum or gone by 
boat. 
The pony walked off w ith their 
carriage into a ricefield in the dark­ 
ness and was drowned in more than 
eight feet of water. 
“ For years now Spain has sent men 
and gunboats down to Mindanao to 
wipe out the savages and bring the is­ 
land under complete subjection, but 
without avail. 
Young boys from the 
north have been drafted into native 
regiments to go south on this fatal 
errand. 
The prisons of Manila have 
been emptied and the convicts, armed 
with bolos or meat choppers, have fol­ 
lowed their more righteous brethren 
to the front. Well trained native troops 
have gone there. 
Spanish troops have 
gone. Officers have tried it, but to no 
end. 
If in the storming of some Morro 
stronghold a dozen miles back inland 
from the beach the convicts in the front 
rank were cut to pieces by the enemy, 
it was of no importance. If the drafted 
youths were slaughtered, there were 
more at home. If the native troops 
failed to carry the charge, things began 
to look serious. But if the Spanish 
companies were touched it was time to 
flea 
“ Such have been the tactics in this 
great graveyard, and where the Morros 
lost the day fever stepped in and won. 
The towns along the coast are Spain’s, 
but the interior still swarms with sav­ 
ages, who are there to dispute her ad­ 
vance and are daily tramping over the 
graves of many of her soldiers." 
At the conclusion of this book the 
author says: 
“ I am glad to hare been here these 
two years nearly, but it is time to 
thicken up one's blood again in cooler 
climes, and I feel these fair islands are 
no place for the permanent residence of 
an American. 
We seem to be like fish 
out of water here in the far east aud as 
few in numbers. The Englishman and 
the German are everywhere, and why 
shouldn't they be? Their home roosts 
are too small for them to perch upon, 
and they are born with the instinct to 
fly from their nests to some foreign 
land. 
But America is so big that we 
ought not to feel called upon to swelter 
in the tropics amid the fevers and the 
ferns, and I for one am content to ‘keep 
off the grass’ of these distant foreign 
colonies."—New York World.

Naval Officer Says Troop* Took It aa 
Calmly aa lf Going to Dinner.

The only hook on the Philippines by 
an 
American is “ Yesterdays In the 
P hilippines,” by Joseph Earle Stevens. 
Mr. Stevens w ent to M anila from Bos­ 
ton in 1898 for Messrs. H enry W. Pea­ 
body & Co., in the interest of their 
hemp business, and rem ained tw o years. 
His book is rather light and sketchy, 
bnt be was evidently a shrewd observer, 
and m any of his facts and impressions 
have a present value. 
In bis introduc­ 
tion he asks: 
“ Now th at the Philippines are ours 
do we w ant them? Do we w ant a group 
of 
1,400 islands nearly 8,000 miles 
from our western shores, sw eltering in 
the tropics, swept w ith typhoons and 
shaken w ith earthquakes? Do we w ant 
to undertake the responsibility of pro­ 
tecting those islands from the powers 
in Europe or the east and of standing 
sponsor for the nearly 8,000,000 native 
inhabitants th at speak a score of differ­ 
ent tongnes and live on anything from 
rice to stewed grasshoppers? 
Do we 
w ant the task of civilizing this race, of 
opening up the jungle, of setting up 
officials in frontier, out of the way 
towns, who w on’t have been there a 
m onth before they w ill wish to return? 
“ Can we run them? The Philippines 
are hard m aterial w ith which to make 
our first colonial experiment and seem 
to demand a different sort of treatm ent 
from th at w hich our national policy 
favors or has had experience in giving. 
Besides the peaceable natives occupying 
the accessible towns the interiors of 
many of the islands are filled w ith 
aboriginal savages who have never even 
recognized the rule 
of 
Spain 
who 
have never even heard of Spain and who 
still think they are possessors of the 
soil. Even on the coast itself are tribes 
of savages who are alm ost as ignorant 
as their brethren in the interior, and 
only 80 m iles from M anila are races of 
dwarfs th at go w ithout clothes, wear 
knee bracelets of horsehair and respect 
nothing save the jangles in whioh they 
live. 
“ To the north are the Igorrotes, to 
the south the Moros and in between 
scores of w ild tribes th at are ready to 
dispute possession. 
And is the U nited 
States prepared to m aintain the forces 
and carry on the m ilitary operations in 
the fever stricken jungles necessary in 
the m arch of progress to exterm inate or 
civilize such races? Have we, like E ng­ 
land, for instance, the class of troops 
who could undertake th at sort of work, 
and do we feel called upon to do it, 
when the same expenditure at home 
would go so m uch further? 
“ The Philippines m ust be run under 
a despotic though kindly form of gov­ 
ernm ent, supported by arm s and armor- 
clads, and to deal w ith the perplexing 
questions and perplexing difficulties 
th at arise needs knowledge gained by 
experience by having dealt w ith other 
such problems before.” 
Commenting on health conditions, 
Mr. Stevens w rites: 
“ I see by the papers th at there are at 
least two cases of smallpox in Boston, 
th at everybody is alarm ed and hun­ 
dreds are getting vaccinated. 
C anons 
state of affairs, isn’t it, when every day 
out here you see sm all children running 
around in the streets covered w ith evi­ 
dences of this disease? Nobody thinks 
anything about smallpox in M anila, and 
one ceases to notice it if a Philippine 
mamma sits opposite you in the tram ­ 
car holding in her lap a scantily clothed 
child whose sw arthy hide is illum inated 
w ith 
those 
unm istakable markings. 
Some weeks ago there were even 400 
deaths a week in M anila from this dis­ 
ease alone, and from the way in which 
the afflicted m ix w ith the hale and 
hearty you can only wonder th at there 
were not 4,000. 
“ Besides smallpox, 
then, fever is 
about the greatest enemy, and certain 
types of tile m alarial variety seem so 
common th at the sufferers from them 
often walk into the club, drop into a 
chair and say: ‘G ot the fever again. 
Means another lay off. * If they can keep 
about, the old stagers never give up, 
but 
novices 
bay therm om eters and 
cracked ice, aud either go through a 
terrific siege, like my friend whose 
eight weeks’ struggle shrunk his head 
so that in convalescence his hat touched 
his ears or escape w ith a w eek’s in itia­ 
tion. Typhoid seems also common, and 
there is generally one member of the 
colony, for whom the rest are anxious, 
stretched out in ice baths and wishing 
he had never seen the Philippines. 
“ M anila fare, like M anila life, is not 
unwholesome, but it lacks variety, and 
one rather tires now and then of soup, 
thicken, beefsteak aud toothpicks—four 
staples. 
Our house is a good one, w ith 
all the comforts of home, and is sur­ 
rounded by an acre or two of land. We 


have stables for our Horses ana oui 
buildings for the fam ilies of our serv­ 
ants. 
At the end of the m onth all the 
expenditures 
for 
house 
rent, 
food, 
wages, light and sundries are posted to- 
t getber and divided by three, aud w ith 
i everything included my monthly share 
comes to 29 gold dollars— less than one 
of our American cart wheels per diem. 
“ The other m orning began the first 
real storm of tile rainy season, and we 
carne very near having a bad typhoon. 
but some one turned the switch and it 
swirled up tile back coast on the Pacific 
side aud crossed through a notch in the 
m ountains some distance to the north 
ot M anila, giving the city only four 
days of monstrous w inds and floods of 
rain. 
The streets were two feet deep 
w ith w ater iii the business section, aud 
down at our house by the sea the wind 
blew so burd th at it carried the tin 
from our roof off to visit the next sub­ 
urb. 
“ A month or two later came the ‘real 
article, ’ one of the m ost terrific blow­ 
ings I have ever felt. 
Down came all 
the wires in the m ain street, over went 
half a dozen houses to one side of us, 
aud kerplunk broke off some venerable 
trees. 
After the typhoon came the 
floods, and the old Pasig covered the 
adjacent country. The w ater concealed 
the road to the up town club at N agtajan 
under a depth of several feet, aud one 
could w ithout difficulty row into the 
billiard room or play w ater polo in the 
bowling alley. Two of my fie n d s were 
nearly drowned by trying to ^liv e when 
they should have swum or gone by 
boat. 
The pony walked tiff w ith their 
carriage into a ricefield in the dark­ 
ness and was drowned in more than 
eight feet of water. 
“ For years now Spain has sent men 
and gunboats down to Mindanao to 
wipe out the savages and bring the is­ 
land under complete subjection, but 
w ithout avail. 
Young boys from the 
north have been drafted into native 
regim ents to go south on this fatal 
errand. 
The prisons of M anila have 
been emptied and the convicts, armed 
w ith bolos or m eat choppers, have fol­ 
lowed their more righteous brethren 
to the front. Well trained native troops 
have gone there. 
Spanish troops have 
gone. 
Officers have tried it, but to no 
end. 
If in the storm ing of some Morro 
stronghold a dozen m iles back inland 
from the beach the convicts in the front 
rank were cot to pieces by the enemy. 
it was of no importance. If the drafted 
youths were slaughtered, there were 
more at home. 
If the native troops 
failed to carry the charge, things began 
to look serious. 
B ut if the Spauish 
companies were touched it was tim e to 
flea 
“ Such have been the tactics in this 
great graveyard, and where the Morros 
lost the day fever stepped in and won. 
The towns along the coast are Spain’s, 
but the interior still swarms w ith sav­ 
ages, who are there to dispute her ad­ 
vance and are daily tram ping over the 
graves of m any of her soldiera ’ ’ 
A t the conclusion of this book the 
author says: 
“ I am glad to have been here these 
two years nearly, but it is tim e to 
thicken up one’s blood again in cooler 
climes, and I feel these fair islands are 
no place for the perm anent residence of 
an American. 
We seem to be like fish 
out of w ater here in the far east and as 
few in numbers. 
The Englishm an and 
the German are everywhere, and why 
shouldn’t they be? Their home roosts 
are too small for them to perch upon, 
and they are born w ith the instinct to 
fly from their nests to some foreign 
land. 
Bnt America is so big that we 
ought not to feel called upon to swelter 
in the tropics am id the fevers and the 
ferns, and I for one am content to ‘keep 
off the grass’ of these distant foreign 
colonies.” — New York World. 


AN EASY WALK INTO MANILA. 


N aval O fficer Say* 
T roop* T ook I t 
a* 
C a lm ly a* if G o in s to D inner. 
An American naval officer who re­ 
cently arrived from M anila on the Zafiro 
gives the following story of the capture: 
“ The Americans practically walked 
into M anila on Saturday. Any story of 
the Spaniards m aking a desperate re­ 
sistance is untrue. Their defense was a 
mere sham, a form ality. All operations 
were confined to the south side of the 
city. There the Spaniards had two lines 
of defenses, the first a trench running 
parallel w ith M alate river. Behind this 
was the M alate fort, w ith a trench ru n ­ 
ning from one side down to the beach. 
A sand bag intrenchm ent extended from 
the other side into the shrubbery. 
The 
American trenches on the other side of 
the river were parallel w ith the Span 
ish. 
A fter the ships had shelled the 
trenches and the fort for half an hour, 
alm ost knocking them to pieces, Gen­ 
eral Anderson signaled to cease firing. 
“ The troops then waded across the 
river, walked up the beach as if going 
to dinner, m eeting practically no oppo­ 
sition and took the first trench. 
The 
Spaniards retired into the second line. 
The ships shelled this for a quarter of 
an hour more. The Spaniards did little 
shooting, and then retired into the 
walled city, w hile the Americans w alk­ 
ed on into the fort and the second 
trenches. A few m inutes later a white 
flag was raised, and the fleet moved 
over tow ard the old city. 
The Am eri­ 
can troops marched on, leaving squads 
here aud there along the route. 
When 
the ships reached the city, they found 
a launch w aiting w ith a w hite flag 
raised. 
All was over.” — New York

To 
dream of great impossibilities w ill not 
excuse us for neglecting or refusing to 
do the possible duties of life. “ W hatso­ 
ever” is also comprehensive. It includes 
the duties of the schoolroom, the home, 
the business world, the work of God’s 
kingdom and the work of developing the 
spiritual life of the man. 
2. Why we are to do the work of life 
w ith our m ight. Because there is no op­ 
portunity to do it in the grave. This is 
the day of our opportunity. 
The night 
is coming when no man can work. 
If 
the work of life is done at all, it m ust 
be done now’. 
This is a sad and m elan­ 
choly reason for doing the work of life 
and for doing it well. 
Christ in John 
iv, 84, gives a m uch loftier reason. “ My 
m eat,” He says, “ is to do the w ill of 
Him th at sent Me and to finish His 
w ork.” It is G od’s w ill that we should 
do the work of life w ith our m ight. In 
so doing we are assisting in the work 
of God. Christians find another motive

Council met in special session, last 
| night, with all members present except 
Mr. Ashbaugh. 
The meeting was called to order by 
President Marshall at 8 o’clock and the 
minutes were read and approved. 
The 
ordinances providing for the assessments 
to pay the cost of paving Jefferson and 
Monroe streets were passed under sus­ 
pension of the roles. 
When the Jackson street assessing 
ordinance was called Clerk Hanley said 
some objection had been raised by the 
residents, and Engineer George was 
asked to explain. 
He stated that on the 
west side of the street an eight foot 
sidewalk had been laid, and as the road­ 
way was only 22 feet wide, the cost had 
been assessed equally on both sides of 
the street. 
The property owners on the 
west side did not think they should pay 
half of the cost of paving the roadway 
inasmuch as they had laid their own 
sidewalks and thought they were only 
liable for seven feet. 
Solicitor McGarry said the question of 
assessments in Ohio had been a litigated 
question, and while he had an opinion 
on the m atter he thought it would be 
safer to give it a thorough investigation. 
An ordinance fixing grade lines on 
Persimmon alley, between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, was passed and the en­ 
gineer instructed to give the residents 
the grade at once. 
A resolution to improye Basil avenue, 
from Lincoln avenue to West Market 
street, by grading the roadway, setting 
curb and laying sidewalks and gutters, 
was passed under suspension of roles, 
as were like 
resolutions for Spring 
street, from Lincoln avenne to West 
Market street; G rant street, from Lin­ 
coln avenue to West Market street; 
West Market street, from Sheridan ave­ 
nue to Waterloo road; Woodlawn rfVe- 
nue, from Basil avenne to Grant street. 
In Basil avenue there is a small plat 
of ground about five feet wide, between 
the street and property, which should 
be assessed. 
This in the opinion of the 
solicitor would prevent the collection of 
the assessments, and Mr. McNicol will 
be asked to sign an agreement to pay 
his share before the street is improved. 
Some of the property owners in Wood­ 
lawn avenue will be compelled to pay 
assessments on Spring street and Grant 
street; also the solicitor was asked if 
they could be assessed for two improve­ 
ments at the same time, and he will an­ 
swer the question at the next meeting. 
The property owners on Drury lane 
were granted permission to pave the 
alley between 
Mulberry alley 
and 
Washington street npder the direction 
of Inspector 
Harris. 
The property 
owners will stand all expense and let 
the contract. 
A communication signed by Rev. J. 
M. Huston and Mrs. Emma Palmer 
stated that at a mass meeting it was de­ 
cided to ask council to change the hours 
in the curfew ordinance to 8 p. rn. in 
the winter and 9 p. rn. in the summer. 
It gave as a reason that the children by 
the present law were given all the time 
they desired and the enforcement of the 
ordinance as it now stood was next to 
impossible. 
The petition was received and ordered 
filed and President Marshall said : 
••It would be in order for some one to 
make a motion to instruct the mayor to 
enforce the ordinance or to answer to 
oonncil for not enforcing the ordinances 
as he finds them on the statute books. 
The way to find out whether an ordi­ 
nance is good is to try to enforce it. 
I 
have heard children shouting around 
the streets after ll p. rn., but I have 
never heard of a complaint or an arrest. 
If the mayor won’t keep the children off 
the streets at ll o’clock he certainly 
won’t do it at 8 o’clock.” 
Mr. Challis stated that the mayor had 
been instructed to enforce the ordinance 
on several occasions, but paid no atten­ 
tion to the requests. 
A resolution to improve Bank street 
from Avondale street to the east end of 
Bauk street, was lost, Stewart, Secker- 
son and Cain voting no. 
Clerk Hanley read the abstract of 
votes cast at the recent bond election, 
aud Schmelzepbach & McClain were 
given the contract for building the three 
culverts in East End at a price of $6.95 
per perch. They were given until Oct. 


20 to complete the contracts, and a pen­ 
alty of $20 was attached. 
Engineer George explained that the 
culverts would cost between $51,300 and 
$3,500, instead of $4,500, as was esti­ 
mated. 
The contract for grading Oak street 
was given to Lutton & Perry at 183^ 
cents per yard. They were given until 
Oct. 15 to complete the work, and a pen­ 
alty of $25 per day attached. 
William Frazier filed a protest to the 
bid of Lutton, on the ground that he 
had not filed it in proper shape. 
The 
solicitor inspected the bid and declared 
it valid. 
The building of Green Lane sewer 
was awarded to P hillips* Kerr, at $7.65 
per perch and they most complete the 
contract October IO under a penalty of 
$25 per day. 
Clerk Hanley explained 
that the property owners along the run 
had not signed the agreement to stand 
half the cost of the culvert. Then fol­ 
lowed a long 
discussion on the sub­ 
ject, which ended by Clerk Hanley be­ 
ing instructed to see the property own­ 
ers and have them sign the agreement 
before the work is commenced. 
The bid of Harrison Rinehart for pav­ 
ing Lisbon road from the intersection of 
Eighth and Jethro streets to the corpor­ 
ate limits was as follows: 
For each 
square yard of roadway paving, $1.00; 
excavating, 85c per y a rd ; 8c per cubic 
foot for broken stone. Engineer George 
stated that there would be in the neigh­ 
borhood of 4000 feet of paving to be 
done, and Mr. Marshall said that the a1, 
lowance of $6000 to the road would not 
do the work. 
The bid was laid over 
until the next meeting. 
Solicitor McGarry gave as his opinion 
that the repair of the streets if let by 
contract would have to be advertised if 
it cost over $500, but this work could be 
done by a street crew without a con­ 
tract. 
U pon motion of Mr. Peach the work 
of repairing Avondale street, Lincoln 
avenue and Jefferson street, will be 
done under the direction of Inspector 
Harris. 
Mr. Stewart called attention to the fact 
that a road between Avondale street and 
Calcutta road was being filled in m ak­ 
ing a reservoir that would hold over 
1,000,000 gallons of water and with 
nothing but a 24 inch sewer pipe to 
carry off the water. 
He pictured how, 
if the sewer became stopped up, a second 
Johnstown flood might occur. 
He 
moved the street committee put a drain 
through the road and it be closed up. 
Mr. Challis said the road should not 
be closed, but a bridge should be built. 
President Marshall asked if they had 
any other business to transact, and Mr. 
Stewart said : “ Do you intend, to leave 
this matter?” 
Mr. Marshall said the motion was not 
seconded, and Mr. Stewart said : “ If 
this council passes over that m atter they 
ought to be made to pay any damages 
that may result from it.” 
Mr. Challis talked about a 15 inch 
sewer, but as nobody paid any atten­ 
tion, the subject was dropped. 
Clerk Hanley was instructed to notify 
the street railway company to move 
their tracks out 15 feet in Jethro street at 
once in order that the street might be 
paved. 
Clerk Hanley said the ordinance to 
pave the street had not been passed ,but 
Mr. Peach suggested that as Mr. Hit e- 
hart had paved the gutters they let him 
go ahead and do the work, but decided 
objections were raised. 
Solicitor McGarry told of the visit of 
the jury to the city, and Mr. Peach said 
he thought the land of Thomas Starkey 
coaid be purchased for $1,000 and sug­ 
gested that a committee be appointed 
to confer with him. Mr. Starkey offered 
the 
land 
for $1,250. 
There 
was 
objection to the plan and the subject 
was dropped. 
Mr. Cain requested that the contractor 
on the East End fire station be given 
$600 on account. 
Mr. Challis said he never knew the 
contract had been let, and Mr. Secker- 
son said he was in the same boat. 
Mr. Cain explained that the contract 
had been let by the finance committee. 
Mr. Stewart suggested that the note 
of the city be given, but Mr. Cain said: 
“ It would be a good idea for half of the 
council to go into the contracting busi­ 
ness themselves and then they wouldn’t 
be so eager to have a man pay interest 
on his own money.” Mr. Peach voiced 
the sentiment and said it was time the 
city stopped paying their debts in this 
method as it was the best way in the 
world to impair their credit. 
The mo­ 
tion to give the contractor $600 was car­ 
ried. Messrs. Stewart, Seckerson and 
Olnhausen voting no. 
President Marshall said the congrega- 
gation of the Presbyterian church in 
East End desired to remove the gravel 
from the run near the church, in order 
to raise the building, and as it would 
save the city much 
l a b o r they asked 
that the city furnish a team.

Peach, Challis and Seckersou will view 
the place.

As an instance of what one sol­ 
dier has accumulated I find a Mauser 
rifle, 
Cuban 
machete, 
Cuban and 
Spanish uniforms complete, about 25 
pounds of shell fragments, Spanish cart­ 
ridges, etc., a bamboo water tank, a 
haversack packed with pipes and other 
handiwork, in fact an ordinary load for 
a pack mule. There is hardly a soldier 
here that hasn’t squandered his last pay 
in relics, but all things that will carry 
contagion must b9 discarded. 
Our new surgeon has proved that he 
knows a thing or two about the diseases 
prevalent in these parts. It takes him 
just two days to discharge a case of 
malaria, if the patient follows instruc­ 
tions, and he has our battalion in excel­ 
lent condition. 
We have perhaps a 
dozen afflicted in the hospital, but all 
are able to march when the order is 
given. Their baggage will be hauled. 
We have heard nothing from our boys 
in the hospital at Siboney, but it is prob­ 
able they will be taken to Tampa on the 
hospital ships. 
The first newspaper containing the 
welcome news that Spain had at last 
come to her senses and was after peace 
arrived in camp today, and the probable 
terms and time of consummation is the 
principal topic of conyersation. 
With 
the newspapers came a nice lot of mail 
which brought joy to the hearts of the 
recipients. 
Letters were received up 
until July 28. 
We are putting in our spare moments 
in bathing, mountain climbing and 
prospecting.

Preliminary orders have been issued 
to born all unnecessary blankets and 
wearing apparel, and leave all canvas 
on the field. 
The boys are to wear the 
blue on the march to the bay, and carry 
their pretty canvas field uniforms for 
future use. 
There is some dissatisfac­ 
tion among many of the soldiers who 
are desirous of

It takes him 
just two days to discharge a case of 
malaria, if the patient follows instruc­ 
tions, and he has our battalion in excel­ 
lent condition. 
We have perhaps a 
dozen afflicted in the hospital, but all 
are able to march when the order is 
given. Their baggage will be hauled. 
We have heard nothing from our boys 
in the hospital at Siboney, but it is prob­ 
able they will be taken to Tampa on the 
hospital ships.

The following letter has been receiv­ 
ed by Governor Pingree in response to 
a letter addressed to W. T. Stead, the 
eminent English editor, requesting his 
opinion on the results of the war: 
Dear Mr. P ingree—Thanks very mach for 
your letter. I am much interested in hearing 
what you have done in relation to the Michi­ 
gan troops. I saw a report in a newspaper 
that you had been down to Tampa and had 
generally blown up the authorities for not 
making adequate provisions for the comfort 
of the soldiers. 
Now with regard to the specific question 
which you ask me concerning what you should 
do with the islands which you have taken 
from Spain: You say yon inclose your idea for 
an interview upon the subject. Unfortunate! j , 
the inclosure did not come to hand, so I write 
without your m ar ’.script before me. You ask 
me what I would do if I were an American. It 
is a hard question to pronounce u p c a st a mo­ 
m ent’s notice. 
What I feel is that if I had been an American 
I would have avoided this war. I think it 
could have been done, and less than half the 
money spent in its prosecution would have 
secured the conversion of the autonomy grant 
ed by Spain lo Cuba into a genuine indepeud 
ence. The mistake which was made seems to 
me in repudiating the autonomy absolutely 
instead of insisting that it should be made et 
feetive by the removal of the Spanish troops 
and the exaction of guarantees. This, how 
ever, is spilt milk, and it is no use crying 
over it. 
Now that you have got Cuba on your hands 
you will have to do with Cuba what we have 
done with Egypt—namely, grow up a Cuban 
government, which will be in your leading 
strings until such time as it can go alone. 
Any idea of handing over the island to the Ca­ 
ban junta is out of tho question. As Cuba 
will practically be yours, I do not see any rea­ 
son why you should insist upon conquering 
Porto Rico, for if that island is an appendage 
of Cuba it will come along all right without 
any campaign for its conquest, but that also 
is spilt milk, for your army has already landed 
on the island. 
As to thb Philippines, it seems to me the 
most madcap adventure to propose to estab­ 
lish an American empire in the continent of 
Asia, but I quite see the difficulty of getting 
out of it now that you have got a white ele­ 
phant on your hands. If you are in for it, as 
you seem to be in for it, I am not sure but it 
might be better to make a clean sweep of the 
whole thing and face your new responsibility 
once and for all. 
If you content yourself w ith merely having 
rn coaling station there, you will find yourself 
involved in endless complications with other 
powers, who will also want coaling stations, 
whereas if you have the whole lot in your 
hands it may be cheaper in the long run. At 
present I am utterly in the dark as to how you 
are going to manage a colonial empire with 
your system of party government, but if you 
have to do it it may be as well to begin it on a 
sufficiently large scale to render it palpable 
and visit.le to your people what it means, in 
stead of merely nibbling at it. 
I had a long talk with Mr. Bryce about it 
the other day. He is much alarmed as to the 
possibilities of attempting to manage an over 
sea empire with your constitution and your 
party system. You see, in England we have 
practically excluded these questions from the 
sphere of the party fight. If you can do the 
same, well and good, but, judging from a ta.a 
I had with Mr. Croker the other dav. the fir*.* 


glimmering or sucn a tiling Goes not seem to 
have dawned upon the mind of the party 
“ boss.” The party boss, I take it, in America 
counts for a great deal. 
To sum up, I may say that I disliked th* 
war, I think it unnecessary, that I deplore it 
extension to Porto Rico and that I regard th* 
adventure in the Philippines as most deploru 
hie. As you have made the war and made ti 
on hum anitarian grounds, which preclude the 
restoration to Bpain of any coloni* h which you 
have wrested from her, I am disposed to bn 
lieve that the best thing to do is frankly to 
face the burden which now- lies upon your 
shoulders and attem pt to discharge your du­ 
ties honestly in the sight of man. You will 
find it no picnic governing the Philippines, 
but, after ail, the shirking of a duty is usually 
the worst way of dealing with the difficulty

The only book on the Philippines by 
an 
American is “ Yesterdays In the 
Philippines,” by Joseph Earle Stevens. 
Mr. Stevens went to Manila from Bos­ 
ton in 1898 for Messrs. Henry W. Pea­ 
body Sc Co., in the interest of their 
hemp business, and remained two years. 
His book is rather light and sketchy, 
but he was evidently a shrewd observer, 
and many of his facts and impressions 
have a present value. 
In his introduc­ 
tion he asks: 
“ Now that the Philippines are ours 
do we want them? Do we want a group 
of 
1,400 islands nearly 8,000 miles 
from our western shores, sweltering in 
the tropics, swept with typhoons and 
shaken with earthquakes? Do we want 
to undertake the responsibility of pro­ 
tecting those islands from the powers 
iii Europe or tho east and of standing 
sponsor for the nearly 8,000,000 native 
inhabitants that speak a score of differ­ 
ent tongues and live on anything from 
rice to stewed grasshoppers? 
Do we 
want the task of civilizing this race, of 
opening up the jungle, of setting up 
officials in frontier, out of the way 
towns, who won’t have been there a 
month before they w ill wish to return? 
“ Can we run them? The Philippines 
are hard material with which to make 
our first colonial experiment and seem 
to demand a different sort of treatment 
from that which our national policy 
favors or has had experience in giving. 
Besides the peaceable natives occupying 
the accessible towns the interiors of 
many of the islands are filled with 
aboriginal savages who have never even 
recognized the rule 
of 
Spain 
who 
tiave never even heard of Spain and who 
still think they are possessors of the 
soil. Even on the coast itself are tribes 
of savages who are almost as ignorant 
as their brethren in the interior, aud 
only 30 miles from Manila are races of 
dwarfs that go without clothes, wear 
tuee bracelets of horsehair end respect 
nothing save the jungles in which they 
live. 
“ To.tile north are the Igorrotes, to 
the south the Moros and in between 
scores of wild tribes that are ready to 
dispute possession. 
And is the United 
States prepared to maintain the forces 
and carry on the military operations in 
the fever stricken jungles necessary in 
the march of progress to exterminate or 
civilize such races? Have we, like Eng­ 
land, for instance, the class of troops 
who could undertake that sort of work, 
and do we feel called upon to do it, 
when the same expenditure at home 
would go so much further? 
“ The Philippines must be run under 
a despotic though kindly form of gov­ 
ernment, supported by arms and annor- 
clads, aud to deal with the perplexing 
questions and 
perplexing difficulties 
that arise needs knowledge gained by 
experience by having dealt with other 
such problems before.” 
Commenting on health conditions, 
Mr. Stevens writes: 
“ I see by the papers that there are at 
least two cases of smallpox in Boston, 
that everybody is alarmed and hun­ 
dreds are getting vaccinated. 
Curious 
state of affairs, isn’t it, when everyday 
out here you see small children running 
around in the streets oovered with evi­ 
dences of this disease? Nobody thinks 
anything ubout smallpox in Manila, aud 
one dulses to notice it if a Philippine 
mamma sits opposite you iu the tram- i 
car holding in her lap a scantily clothed 
child whose swarthy hide is illuminated 
with 
those 
unmistakable markings. 
Some weeks ago there were even 400 
deaths a week in Manila from this dis- I 
ease alone, and from the way in which 
the afflicted mix with the hale aud i 
hearty you eau only wonder that there 
were not 4,000. 
“ Besides smallpox, 
then, fever is 
about the greatest enemy, and certain I 
types of the malarial variety seem so | 
common that the sufferers from them ! 
ofteu walk into the club, drop into a 
chair and say: ‘Got the fever again. 
Means another lay off. * If they can keep 
about, the obi stagers never give up, 
but 
novices 
buy 
thermometers aud I 
cracked ice, and either go through a 
terrific siege, like my friend whose 
eight weeks’ struggle shruuk his head 
so that iii convalescence his hat touched ! 
his ears or escape with a week’s initia- ; 
lion. Typhoid seems also common, and 1 
thoro is generally one member of the I 
oolony, for whom the rest are anxious, 1 
stretched out iu ice baths and wishing 
he had never seen the Philippines. 
“ Manila fare, like Manila life, is not j 
unwholesome, but it lacks variety, ami 
one rather tires now aud thou of soup, 
thicken, beefsteak aud toothpicks— four 
staples. 
Our house is a good one, with 
all the comforts of home, and is sur 
rounded by an acre or two ef land. We 


havo stables for our norsee ann out­ 
buildings for the families of our serv­ 
ants. 
At the end of the month all the 
expenditures 
for 
house 
rent, 
food, 
wages, light aud sundries are posted to­ 
gether and divided by three, aud with 
everything included my monthly share 
comes to 29 gold dollars—less than one 
of our American cart wheels per diem. 
“ The other morning began the first 
real storm of the rainy season, aud we 
came very near having a bad typhoon, 
but some one turned the switch anti it 
swirled up tile bic k coast on the Pacific 
side and crossed through a notch in the 
mountains some distance to the north 
ot Manna, giving the city only four 
days of monstrous winds and floods of 
rain. 
The streets were two feet deep 
with water iii the business section, aud 
down at our house by the sea the wind 
blew so bard that it carried the tin 
from our roof off to visit the next sub­ 
urb. 
“ A month or two later came the ‘real 
article,’ one of the most terrific blow­ 
ings I have ever felt. 
Down came all 
the wires in the main street, over went 
half a dozen houses to one side of us, 
aud kerplunk broke off some venerable 
trees. 
After the typhoon came the 
floods, and the old Pasig covered the 
adjacent country. The water concealed 
the road to the up town club at Nagtajan 
under a depth of several feet, aud one 
could without difficulty row into the 
billiard room or play water polo in the 
bowling alley. Two of my fie nds were 
nearly drowned by trying to^live when 
they should have swum or gone by 
boat. 
The pony walked off with their 
carriage into a richfield in the dark­ 
ness and was drowned in more than 
eight feet of water. 
“ For years now Spain has sent men 
and gunboats down to Mindanao to 
wipe out the savages and bring the is­ 
land under complete subjection, but 
without avail. 
Young boys from the 
north have been drafted into native 
regiments to go south on this fatal 
errand. 
The prisons of Manila have 
l»een emptied aud the convicts, armed 
with bolos or meat choppers, have fol­ 
lowed their more righteous brethren 
to the front. Well trained native troops 
have gone there. 
Spanish troops have 
gone. 
Officers have tried it, but to no 
end. 
If in the storming of some Morro 
stronghold a dozen m iles back inland 
from the beach the convicts in the front 
rank were cut to pieces by the enemy, 
it was of no importance. If the drafted 
youths were slaughtered, there were 
more at home. 
If the native troops 
failed to carry the charge, things began 
to look serious.

few' in numbers. 
The Englishman and 
the German are everywhere, aud why 
shouldn’t they be? Their home roosts 
are too small for them to perch upon, 
and they are born with the instinct to 
fly from their nests to some foreign 
land. 
But America is so big that wTe 
ought not to feel called upon to swelter 
in the tropics amid the fevers and the 
ferns, and I for one am content to ‘keep 
off the grass’ of these distant foreign 
colonies.”

Millers and the owners «f grain ele­ 
vators look upon the bisulphide of car­ 
bon as one of their most useful agents. 
When a mill, an elevator or a granary 
becomes infested with weevil, bisul­ 
phide of carbon is the cheapest and 
most effective tiling to exterminate the 
pest. 
So deadly is the gas, However, 
and so rapidly does it act ^*iat the u t­ 
most care must lie taken in applying 
the bisulphide. 
It is usually sprinkled 
over the grain from watering pots. Tho 
liquid is rapidly converted into a gas, 
and the latter sinks through the grain, 
carrying death to the weevil and even 
to the unhatched eggs. 
So long as tile persons applying the 
liquid stand above tile point of applica­ 
tion they arc pretty safe from the 
fumes, but occasionally the workmen 
breathe a little of the gas and have to 
be removed at once to the open air, as 
the heart is quickly paralyzed by the 
action of the bisulphide. 
It is usual to 
treat the lower floors of a granary first, 
so that those employed in the work may 
keep constantly above che gas. 
Any 
animal, as a cut or a dog, shut up in aa 
apartment where the bisulphide is do­ 
ing its work is found dead when the 
place is opened.—Chicago In ter-Ocean

H. S. Rubens, counsel of the Cuban 
junta, said recently concerning the feel­ 
ing of the Cubans over the outcome of 
the war: 
“ The Cubans are overjoyed to think 
that the object for which they have 
fought for 18 hj years has at last been 
obtained. 
The Cubans will co-operate 
in every way with the United States in 
carrying out the oommon object of es­ 
tablishing a peaceful and stable govern­ 
ment in Cuba. I have been asked 
whether the question of annexation 
will be submitted to the people of Cuba. 
The resolution of congress, which was 
the basis for American intervention, 
said that the object was to establish a 
stable aud independent government by 
tho people of Cuba. 
The president in 
his message to congress said that the 
object was to establish a government in 
Cuba capable of fulfilling international 
obligations. Basing my views on these 
declarations, I do not think the inten­ 
tion was to submit the question of an­ 
nexation to the people of Cuba t>t pres­ 
ent.” 
As to the wishes of the Cuban people 
in regard to annexation Mr. Rubens 
said: “ The Cubans stand before the 
world accused by the Spaniards of be­ 
ing incapable ot self government, aud 
they feel it a question of dignity and 
honor to disprove this assertion. Al­ 
though they have no feelings but those 
of deep gratitude for the timely aud 
effective intervention of the Uuited 
States in their behalf, they have full 
confidence in the justice of the American 
government and feel sure that they, the 
true friends of republican institutions, 
will not be discriminated against in 
any way because of the pretended Span­ 
ish fears for the safety of the island or 
because of the calumnies of their ene­ 
mies. They will co-operate in any way 
with the United States for the solution 
of questions which may hereafter arise. 
With the same ardor with which they 
maintained their principle of independ­ 
ence or death they will now strive for 
the realization of their new motto, 
peace and prosperity.” — New York 
Sun.

The following letter has been receiv­ 
ed by Governor Pingree in response to 
a letter addressed to W. T. Stead, the 
eminent English editor, requesting his 
opinion on the results of the war: 


Dear Mr. P in g ree—Thank* very much for 
your letter. I am m uch interested in hearing 
w hat you have done in relation to the M ichi­ 
gan troops. I saw a report in a new spaper 
th a t you had been down to Tam pa and had 
generally blown up the authorities for not 
m aking adequate provisions for the com fort 
of the soldiers. 
Now w ith regard to the specific question 
which you ask me concerning w hat you should 
do with the islands which you have taken 
from Spain: You say you inclose your idea for 
an interview upon the subject. Unfort unately, 
the inclosure did not come to hand, so I w rite 
w ithout your rnai. ’..-cript before me. 
You ask 
me w hat I would do if I were aa Am erican. It 
ia a hard question to pronounce u p o n .it a mo 
tn en t’s notice. 
What I feel is th a t if I had l»een an American 
I would have avoided this war. I think it 
could have been done, and less than half tile 
money spent iu its prosecution would have 
secured the conversion of the autonom y grant 
ed by Spain to Cuba into a genuine indepeud 
enee. The m istake which was made seems to 
nae in repudiating the autonom y absolute ly 
instead of insisting th at it should be m ade et 
fective by the rem oval of the Kpanish troops 
and the exaction of guarantees. 
This, boa 
ever, is spilt milk, and it la no use crying 
over it. 
Now that you have got Cuba on your hands 
you w ill have to do w ith Cuts* what we have 
dona w ith Egypt—namely, grow up a Cuban 
government, which will be in your leading 
strings until such tim e as it can go alum 
Any idea of handing over the island to theC u 
ban ju n ta is out of tho question. 
As Cuba 
w ill practically he yours, I do not see any rea 
son why you should insist upon conquering 
Porto Hico, for if th at island is an appendage 
of Clitia it .w ill come along all right w ithout 
any cam paign for its conquest, but that also 
is spilt m ilk, for your arm y has already landed 
on the island. 
As to thb Philippines, it seems to me the 
most m adcap adventure to propoee to estab 
Hah an American em pire in the continent of 
Asia, but I quite see the difficulty of getting 
out of it now that you have got a w hite eh 
pliant on your hands. If yon are in for it, ss 
you seem to be in for it, I am not aure but it 
m ight be better to make a clean sweep of the 
whole thing and face your new responsibility 
once and for all. 
lf you content yourself w ith m erely having 
m coaling station there, you will find yourself 
involved in endless com plications w ith other 
powers, who will also w ant coaling stations, 
whereas if you have the whole lot in your 
hands it m sy be cheaper in the long run. 
At 
present I am utterly iu the dark as to how you 
are going to manage a colonial empire w ith 
your system of party governm ent, but if you 
have to do it it may lie as well to begin it on a 
sufficiently large scale to reader it palpable 
and visible to your people w hat it means, in 
stead of merely nibbling a t it. 
I had a long talk w ith Mr. Bryce atiout it j 
the other day 
He is much alarm ed a* to the 
possibilities of attem pting to m anage an over 
sea em pire w ith your constitution and jo u r! 
party system. 
You see, in England wo have 


as most deplore 
tie. 
As you have made the w ar and mad* ii 
on hum anitarian grounds, which pr«*< ludo tin 
restoration to Spain of any coloni* * which yon 
have w rested from her, I am d isu se d to be 
iieve th a t the best thing to do is frankly to 
face the burden which now lies upon your 
shoulders and attem pt to discharge your du 
tie* honestly in the H igh t of man.

find it no picnic governing the Philippines, 
but. after ail, the shirking of a duty is usually

N e w Y o r k , A u g . 27.—R. G . Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said iu parti 
The volume of business reflected in 
exchanges ar the principal clearing­ 
houses is 20.4 per cent larger than last 
year and 2(i.^ per cent larger than in 
1892, heretofore the year of largest busi­ 
ness aud highest prosper t v ever known. 
Part of this increase was due to specu­ 
lation at New York, but there remains 
a healthy increase over the best of pre­ 
vious years, and, though 
in 
some 
branches business is not satisfactory in 
character, in nearly all it is in volume 
larger than ever before. 
No unfavora­ 
ble change appears in the prospect of 
crops, upon which tne welfare of the 
country so largely depends, nor is there 
present or threatening financial disturb­ 
ances. 
Europe hus not wearied of baying 
American 
securities, although 
some 
speculators have been selling, nor is 
there shown any want of confidence 
among American investors. 
Compari­ 
sons as to foreign trade are apt to mis 
lead because imports last year were ex 
traordinarily small after the big rush 
to anticipate new duties, while exports 
were beginning to show the phenome­ 
nal demand which made the year quite 
tile most remarkable in our history. 
Hence the decrease of 13 per cent from 
New York in August thus far is not 
alarming, but sales of products yet to 
be forwarded art' large aud have stopped 
any advance in the lutes of foreign ex­ 
change. 
Nor is it all disheartening 
that imports at New York for the 
mouth thus far exceed last year’s by 
nearly #5,0<X),OOO, since last year they 
fell below those of lblMi by more than 
$4,(XX),OOO. 
Wheat goes down 3 cents for the 
week, as if there were no foreign de­ 
mand coming, tile obvious concert of 
farmers to keep back wheat, the crop 
being certainly very large, tending to 
encourage 
a 
conspiracy of 
traders 
against them which thus far has entire 
control of the market. 
The output of iron and steel no longer 
measures the demand and the stipulated 
stoppages of furnaces in the Sheuango 
and Mahoning valleys has raised tne 
price of Bessemer pig at Pittsburg to 
I IO.50, and of Grey forge to $9.25, w ith­ 
out any certainty whatever that such 
prices can be maintained when the val­ 
ley furnaces resume operations, as some 
ot them are now doing. 
The natural 
result is that the Pittsburg region is by 
so much the less able to compete with 
the great 
Illinois 
combination just 
formed, which is getting all the busi­ 
ness it can do aud promises to turn out 
iron at less cost than any other works 
iii tho country. 
Structural forms and 
plates are iii heavy demand, while the 
i iu plate producers have found thoui­ 
ng iv cs obliged to advance puces about 
IO cents per l>o\ and tile stiles are said 
to be very heavy. 
Failures for the week have been 179 
in the United States, against 223 lust 
year, aud 20 in Canada, against 34 last 
year.

S a n t ia g o , Aug. 27.—General Shafter, 
before embarking for the United States, 
said 
he considered the campaign a 
highly successful one. 
He further said 
in part: 
“ From a military point of view, I per­ 
haps took steps which might not be 
deemed justifiable under other circum­ 
stances, but I knew the temper and the 
capabilities of my soldiers aud tbs 
moral effect of our gradually cooping 
up the enemy within his own lines. My 
engineers were very apprehensive that 
the Spaniards might break through on 
my left aud cut off Siboney, but per­ 
sonally I had not for a moment any fear 
on that score. 
The result has, I think, 
proved the 
correctness of my con­ 
clusions. 
“ When Cervera left the situation 
was changed. 
The town was at my 
mercy, ana had I given tile order for a 
direct assault it would have been taken 
within four hours. 
“Personal reflections have been cast 
upon me because I was not on the fight­ 
ing line. 
That was uot the plase for a 
general iu command of an army. 
It 
must be remembered that I was con­ 
nected by telephone with the ofth ers ut 
the front, and was better able to direct 
operations 
from the position I had 
taken. 
Save for two days when ill I 
was in direct command of 
this cam­ 
paign. 
“There has been some question con­ 
cerning the transportation facilities of 
the army. The facilities were all there, 
aud transportation equipment provided 
was all it should have been, but our dif­ 
ficulties were enormous.
